beating engine herewith illus- 
lis of that class of engines in which 
dfeather is laid horizontally, extend- 
e entire width of the tub, thereby de- 
creasing the width of the machine and re-

ducing the floor space to be occupied by the 
engine. 

The manufacturers have adopted the 
principle that the broad bed plate is ‘‘ worse 
than useless,” and that the best action of 
the roll and plate is that of frequent rub- 
bing, obtained on the first few knives of the 
bed plate. There is a top plate and a bot- 
tom plate, and a midfeather at each end of 
the tub, their position obviating the great 
friction caused by the stock being kept in 
close contact with the knives, the stock being 
carried by them to the upper part of thetub. 
The stock, on being thrown from between 
the bottom plate and roll, is sent by centrif- 
ugal force off the roll and around the 
feather flowing up between the midfeather 
and the end of the tub or vat. At the top 
of the vat the stock is laid by its gravity on 
the roll by which it is carried under the top 
plate to be further treated before being sent 
along the tub again. 

The roll is raised from the bed plate by 
the large hand wheel, which at the same 
time raises the top plate a proportional dis- 
tance from the roll, in which position the 
engine is ready for furnishing. The engine 
is filled with water until the refl begins to 
take it over the backfeather, when the 
stock is furnished as rapidly as possible 
until the desired thickness is obtained, 
after which the water and stock are fur- 
nished together, The roll can then be let 
down on'the bed plate, which at the same 
time sets the top plate to work. The worm 
gear on the top plate is only for adjust- 
ment and is not intended for frequent 
shifting. Where it is required to treat the 
stock lightly the top plate can by the sepa- | 
rate adjustment be fixed to simply brush the 
stock, thus using the engine both as a 
beater and refiner. 

The cuts givé a side view (Figure 1) and a| 
plan view (Fig. 2) of the engine. The tub} 
A has a flat bottom plate, a, slightly in- 
clined toward the outlet, and rounded at 
the end, a’, a*. The roll B is provided with} 
knives, 6, in the usual form. The journals 
# of this roll are adapted to boxes ¢c in| 
guides ¢’, secured to the exterior of the tub. | 
The journals pass through elongated open-! 
ings a* in the casing, suitably closed by) 
caps. On one of the journals is mounted a} 
suitable driving wheel, through which mo-| 
tion is imparted to the roll. 

Separating the tub into two sections or! 
passages, A’ A’, are the partitions C C’, one 
on each side of the roll B, forming a mid-| 
feather on a line with the centre of the roll./ 
Both partitions stop short of the ends of; 
the casing and their edges are on an angle, 
so as to turn the stock as it passes from one} 
passage to the other. The partition C has/ 
a curved iguideway, <*, for guiding the} 
stock over the roll, while the partition C} 
has a curved back fall or receiving way, ©, 
which removes the stock from the roll and 
directs it to its course through the passage} 
A’. On the under side of the partition C is} 
a guide, c*, for directing the stock from un-! 
der thé roll, 

Direetly below the roll is a series of! 
knives, d, held in a box, D,in the usual 
manner. This box is fixed as regards any 
vertical movement. 

Directly above the roll is a series of 
knives, ¢, held in a vertically movable box, 
E. This box is so geared to the roll that it 
will raise or lower with the roll when it is 
raised or lowered. 

On each side of the box E are frames, 
F F, the lower portions of which are bev- 
eled toward the knives, so that the stock 
will not pack around the box, but will pass 
through between the upper portion of the 
roll and the upper knives. These frames 
are secured to the casing by clamp bolts,

and the frames can be adjusted toward or 
from the box by set screws, /. 

On each side of the tub is a lever, G, 
pivoted at ¢ to one of the guide frames c’. 
The boxes ¢ for the trunnions of the roll 
are suspended from each lever by links g’. 
The outer end of each lever is connected by 
a link, 4, to a vertically adjustable screw 
rod, H, adapted to suitable bearings, 4’, on 
the side of the casing. Adapted to the 
screw threads of the rods H is a nut, I, in 
the form of a worm wheel having teeth on 
its periphery engaging with the worm, A 
transverse shaft, I’, adapted to bearings J 
carries a worm, 7, at eachend. The worms 
engage with their respective worm wheels I. 
The transverse shaft is provided with a 
handle, I’, by which itcan be turned so as 
to raise and lower the lever, and conse- 
quently raise and lower the 
roll. 

In order to raise the up- 
per knife box at the same 
time as the roll, and 
that it will lift automati- 
cally when the roll is lifted 
by any foreign matter 
passing between the knife 
and roll, the knife box E

has two side extensions, 
E’, through which pass 
rods, K K. These rods 


are T shaped at their lower 
ends, so as to rest in sock- 
ets, 7, in levers, L, on 
each side of the machine. 
The opposite ends of the 
lugs K are screw threaded, 
and adapted to these 
screw threads are handled 
nuts, 4’, and jam nuts, 4’. 
The lever L is pivoted at 
7’ to guide frames, c’, or 
to a bracket on the casing, 
the opposite end of the 
lever being connected at 
/ to the link 4 and the 
rod H, so that any ad- 
justment of the rod H will not only ad- 
just the roll lever and roll, but also the box 
lever and upper knife box. 

The bearings J carrying the transverse 
shaft I’ are mounted on the verticalrods H, 
the bearings resting upon the brackets 4’ 
at the side of the machine. The bearings 
are not secured to the brackets, but are free 
as regards any vertical motion, sothat if by 
accident any foreign matter should pass be- 
tween the rolls and either of the knives, as 
is often the case in pulp engines, the bear- 
ings will be lifted off their seats as the rods 
will be raised by the roll or the upper 
knife box. Consequently while the roll 
and upper knife box can be regulated by 
turning the shaft it will not interfere with 
the movement of either the roll or knife 
box. 

In order to prevent leakage through the 
openings a*in the sides of the casing a 
ring, S, is mounted on each spindle 4’. Be- 
tween a flange, s, onthe ring and the casing 
a packing ring, /, is inserted and the ring 
S is kept up against the packing by a lever, 
T, fulerumed at /, having preferably a 
roller, #, which bears against the flange s of 
the ring. A bolt, v,on the casing passes 
through an opening in the lever, and on 
this bolt a nut, v’, so that on screwing up 
this nut the lever is pressed against the 
ring, preventing any leakage between the 
casing and the ring. At the same time 
this arrangement does not interfere with the 
free vertical movementof the ring with the 
roll. 

The blades ¢ of the upper knife box, E, 
are secured together and to the separated 
pieces by transverse pins e’. Some of these 
bolts passthrough eyes in eyebolts ¢*, which 
extend up through the box E and are pro- 
vided with nuts, ¢*, which firmly hold the 
blades ¢ in the box. 

w is the outlet for the casing and is pro- 
vided with a suitable valve, w’, which is 
operated by a suitable handle, w*, connected 
to the stem w’* by a lever, w*. This valve 
is of the ordinary construction.

In putting up the copper stuff pipe | 
described in a recent issue of THe JouRNAL | 


Tramp found it neseessary to make a joint 
in the pipe which had been made too long, 
owing toa mistake by the coppersmith in 
taking measurements. He had to cut the 
pipe, take out a piece and put it together 
again. This could been done by 
making a solder joint, but he did not like to 
do this, as it would be always in plain sight. 

It was determined to braze the pipe in 
the same manner that the coppersmith 


have 
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made jointsand splices. Tramp took a strip 
of thick paper and cut it just long enough 
to reach exactly around the pipe. This strip) 
was 6 inches wide and as thick as card- 
board. 

After being cut to the exact length it 
was marked off into dovetails and carefully 
cut apart as thus marked. A piece was 
then wrapped around each piece of pipe, 
taking care to locate the paper so as to 
bring the pipe right where the splice was 
made. With a very sharp aw] the dovetails 
were all marked on the pipe, using the stiff 
paper to draw the awl again. 

The dovetails were cut with a pair of tin- 
smith’s shears and sharp cold chisel, using 
the former for the diagonal cuts, the chisel 
for the others. Then the dovetails were 
fitted a little by filing and put together. 
The pipe was held in that condition by 
twisting some No. 16 iron wire around the 
splice. Some, borax was then dusted on, 
some soft brass was put on with the borax, 
and the whole was placed in the blaze of a) 
clear, clean Smith's fire. 

Particular care had to be taken to obtain 
a soft brass which would melt and run be- 
fore the copper would burn. “Yellow” 
brass is the kind necessary for brazing! 
copper, and it melts easily, because it con- 
tains a large proportion of zinc. Tramp 
found it necessary to make up some brazing 
brass purposely for this job, and he did it 
by melting some ordinary brass and then!| 
adding zinc in the ladle. As the zinc is| 
constantly being oxidized or burned out! | 
when melted, he found it necessary to put | 
in more of that metal than would otherwise | 
be required. 

The copper and brass mixture could have 
been melted in an ordinary wrought iron 
ladle, but Tramp happened to have one of 
Dixon’s black lead crucibles (graphite), and 
this was exactly what was required. The 
crucible was put on an ordinary blacksmith’s 
fire, the coal was heaped around and above 
the crucible and a moderate blast was applied 
until the coal was well afire and the crucible 





as possible, and the metals soon melted. 
| They were tested by taking outa little with 
a small iron ladle, dipping dowh below the 
| dirt, ashes and coal, which, being kept on 
top of the melted metals, prevented them 
from being oxidized and wasted by the 
oxygen of the air. 

To test, a small quantity of the metal was 
poured into water and became granulated 
in short order. The entire contents of the 
crucible, dirt and all, weretreated toa water 
bath when the right degree of softness had 
been reached, although the heaviest of the 
dirt and coal was removed with the iron 
ladle before pouring into the water. 

Some of this granulated alloy was put in-

Then, 
with the brass and powdered borax inside, 
the pipe was suspended 
over the fire on a kind of 
wire rig which prevented 
the pipe from sagging at 
the joint. Tramp revolved 
the pipe slowly and the 
brass and borax rolled 
around inside until the 
borax began to melt, when 
it made the brass stick 
fast all around the inside 
of the pipe. 

The fire was forced more 
after this point had been 
reached, and the turning 
of the pipe was kept up 
continually. Soon some 
of the brass began to run, 
and a touch with a long 
iron rod thrust into the 
“pipe caused the larger 
pieces of brass to melt and 
run also; the rod was 
heated red hot so as not 
to abstract any heat from 
the heated quite 
hot, say to a glowing white, 
it helped to melt any re- 
fractory piece of the brass 
solder which otherwise might be left and 
have to be chipped out with a hammer 
and a long chisel. Care was taken to re- 
move the pipe from the fire the instant 
the brass ran, otherwise had the heat been 
continued the copper itself would 
been quickly melted.

the harder one. This is proved by what 
occurs when melting together lead and 
antimony for; the ypurpose of making a 
cheap bex liping. ; It is very difficult to 
melt the antimonyalone, but let;the lead 
be first melted and then the harder metal 
quickly absorbs heat enough from the melt- 
ed lead to fuse. 

It is easy te braze copper with soft brass 
if the former is kept in motion in the fire 
so as to distribute the heat evenly, and the

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excellent, all round mechanic, the writer 
has seen a neat little gate rig,.controlled by 
a float and operated by the stuff pump, 
which effectually prevents the vat from 
getting full enough to run over. The de- 
vice consists of a float in the vat, and the 
float carries a straight wooden stem which 
works vertically through a couple of wooden 
supports. To the upper end of the float 
stem is attached, by a lever, a pair of 
ratchet dogs, which are made to travel 
horizontally by a connection with the stuff 
pump rod. The ratchets are both made 
fast to the same lever, and are placed far 
enough apart so that a 4inch gear may be 
put between them without touching either 
ratchet, or pawl, as perhaps they should be 
called. 

The gear is fitted loosely on the shaft, 
but is held by a spring so lightly that when 
engaged by either pawl a gate will be 
opened or closed. The gate may be 
connected directly to the gear shaft by 
means of another gear and a rack on the 
gate stem. When the vat is full the float 
rises and carries the rigging upward, mak- 
ing the lower pawl engage the gear and 
closing the gate. After it is closed the 
pawl continues to act, but the gear slips 
right around under the spring, and so there 
is no harm done. 

When the tank gets a little empty the 
float falls, carrying the pawls downward, so 
that the upper one engages the gate gear, 
opening the gate and letting the vat fill up 
again. 

It may be a conundrum to some readers 
to imagine in what pipe or conduit the gate 
is placed which keeps the vat full all of the 
time.

There are two kinds of warranty 
known to the law, express and implied. 
Express warranty is the special agreement 
or undertaking of the seller of merchandise 
that is of a certain grade, kind or quality. 
Implied warranty is the legal conclusion 
of such an agreement, from other facts 
which the law regards as imposing the 
warranty uponthe seller. An express war- 
ranty is an agreement which, although in- 
dependent of the contract of sale itself, is 
collateral to and forms a part of it. 

Representations made prior to the sale, 
and dithough made for the purpose of-in- 
ducing the purchaser to buy, d@ not con- 
stitute warranties unless, they gre subse- 
quently incorporated into the Feat 
as such, and a warranty given after the sale 
is consummated is void, unless it rests upon 
a separate consideration, for the warranty 
to stand must be a part of a contract, and 
after the contract is dompleted it cannot be 
engrafted upon it. 

The law imputes to every man who makes 
a sale the warranty on his part of all those 
things which are necessary elements of the 
contract entered into. First, a man must 
have the legal title to the property he sells 
or there can be no sale, for he cannot pass 
a title which he does not possess. There- 
fore every seller is held absolutely to war- 
rant his title ; he is held by implication of 
law to warrant all those things which he 
So, if he sells by sample, the 
agreement is when the sale is consummated 
that the goods purchased are like the sam- 
ple, and the law imputes to the seller a 
warranty that the goods delivered.shall be 
equal in quality to the sample exposed.

It’as- 
serts that no case of contagion from this 
source has been reported, and therefore 
‘*the scare about foreign rags rests rather 
on a theory than on a condition. 

‘* The fact that men and women and boys 
and girls are employed in the mills by hun- 
dreds to assort these rags, and that no case 
of disease of any nature has been reported 
among them, is positive evidence, as far as 
it goes, that the business itself involves no 
special peril. * * * 

“The truth is that the 
ported rags are thoroughly cleansed before 
being packed and shipped ; and that if they 
should be unclean the entire shipment

would be thrown back upon the hands of 


the cousignors. The matter of cleanliness 
is, therefore, a mercantile essential. 

‘‘Rags are a staple article of merchan- 
dise, and as such they should be inspected 
and subjected to all necessary antine 
requirements, like other articles of trade. 
But any ruling which should attach special 
peril to them as possible vehicles of disease 
would, with equal reason, interdict gunny 
sacks and bags of all sorts used in packing 
goods for shipment.” 

The mills in the vicinity of Boston would 
appear to be most panicky on this subject, 
as more talk of stiffening prices comes from 
that locality than from nearer home. 

The word ** bleach” is just now like the 
proverbial ‘* red rag ” to the mill men, two- 
thirds of them having been caught short by 
the sharp advance of about 3 cents. The 
asking price is now 5 cents to 6 cents, with 
a scarcity even at those figures. In that

There seems to be a disposition on 
the part of manufacturers of book papers 








and writings to advance prices. 

In view of the higher prices of rags and 
the high cost of bleaching powders paper 
must certainly follow suit if present con- 
ditions continue much longer. 

A report is current that a certain Boston 
publisher of books has been notified of an 
advance of on cenfa pound one future sup- 
plies of paper. 

A local jobber reports the receipt of a 
communication from one manufacturer an- 
nouncing a half cent advance on book paper. 

A representative of a Holyoke mill was 
seen in town this week and he was quoting 
higher prices. 

The fear of higher prices is encouraging 
large consumers to buy more liberally, so 
local paper houses report, while other 
buyers are more inclined to anticipate their 
wants. Local trade, therefore, is fairly 
active and of good volume. 

Manilla papers have not as yet, so far as 
can be heard, advanced any, but trade in 
this line is very good. 

The paper stock market is still subject to 
the same unsettled conditions of the past 
three weeks. Steamship companies are 
beginning to fear quarantine regulations 
more seriously and some of the lines have 
declined to take any more paper stock for 
this port. So far this port has been free 
from cholera, not a symptom of sickness 
having been met even at the quarantine 
station, but there is no telling what an- 
other week may develop and upon future 
developments is the paper stock market de- 
pendent. There are people in the trade 
who say that present prices will look cheap 
in comparison with figures to come later. 

The standing price for spot bleach this 
week is 5 cents a pound. There is very 
little spot bleach to be had and higher 
prices would no doubt be paid if sellers 
chose toask them. Other lines of chemicals 
are unchanged, although alkali is very firm, 
with prospects of higher prices. 

Some weeks ago the writer called atten- 
tion to the establishment at Rumford Falls, 
Me., of a plant to manufacture bleaching 
powders and other lines of chemicals, but 
the Boston parties interested in this enter- 
prise are working very quietly and seek no 
publicity. 

There is a prospect of another chemical 
manufacturing plant being established 
down South, judging from the following 
item just to notice: It is reported that 
George W. Palmer has sold the Holsten 
Salt Works property at Saltville, Va., to 
Northern parties for $1,000,000. The prop- 
erty will be operated by the Mathieson 
Alkali Works, a new company organized 
for the purpose, and the product will in- 
clude salt, soda ash, bleaching powders, 
&c. Mr. Arnold, of Mason, Chapin & Co., 
Providence, R. I., is president of this new 
company, Geo. W. Palmer is vice-president, 
and W. P. Robinson, of Brooklyn, N. Y., is 
secretary, the capital stock being $2,500,000. 
It looks as though the American paper 
manufacturers would have a chance to use 
American made bleach during 1898.

NIAGARA FALLs, September 16, 1892. 

One of the most important deals here 
in some time is the consolidation of the 
Cataract Manufacturing Company and the 
Pettebone Paper Company. It has been 
definitely settled that the companies will 
join their interests, and a meeting of the 
stockholders of both companies will be 
held on Friday, September 30. The agree- 
ments to consolidate were signed on Sep- 
tember 10. 


Little definite information can be gleaned 
at present, but it is known that the Cata- 
ract Manufacturing Company will double 
its pulp capacity, and put in four beaters 
and five more grinders. 

The Pettebone Company has made ex- 
tensive improvements, and the new enter- 
prise will be a success from the start with 
such able men at its head. 

Work on the Cliff Paper Company's pulp 
mill down in the gorge along the river bank 
is progressing slowly, owing to the difficulty 
experienced in construction. Over fifty men 
are excavating, filling and doing everything 
in a small space with two steam derricks. 
The stones taken out are used for the foun- 
dation walls, which are gradually being 
laid. e excavations for the inclined rail- 
way, which the pulp from this new 
mill be drawn into the new addition to 
the old mill built on the north side, have 
been about completed. 

This inclined railway is a great affair, 
being in length between 300 and 400 feet, 
and constructed at an angle of 30°. The 
new pulp millon the bank of the river will 
be three stories in height, 44 feet wide and 
92 feet long, built entirely of stone. 

The bustling life at the immense plant of 
the Niagara Paper Company (formerly the 
Soo Paper Company) has become one of 
the attractions at the Falls pointed out by 
allhackmen. A meeting of the officers was 
held last week and General Manager J. C. 
Morgan will push matters to completion as 
soon as possible. A great deal of the iron 
in the construction of the buildings and 
other material was delaved in transport 
owing to the recent railroad troubles at 
Buffalo. The machine building is now 
rapidly nearing completion, and workmen 
are putting on the roof and the little tower. 
The windows on both the upper and lower 
floors are in and work on the interior is be- 
ing rapidly pushed. No machinery has 
yet arrived, although it was ordered some 
time ago. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to break ground for several new build- 
ings next week. 

The power is taken from the Cataract 
Construction Company, which has built the 
great tunneland will erect the 5,000 horse 
power dynamos.

Manufacturing News. 


EASTERN STATES. 

Large additions are to be made tothe 
plant of the Keith Paper Company, Turner’s 
Falls, Mass. The land between the pres- 
ent mill and the Russell Cutlery Works, 
and the privilege on the canal below, ex- 
tending to within 200 feet of the suspension 
bridge, with more than double its present 
power, have been acquired by the company. 
The plans for the new mill are already pre- 
pared. It will be 190 feet long, 41 feet wide 
and four stories high. From the main 
structure will be built a wing 115 feet long, 
50 feet wide and three stories high, to be 
used asa machine room. The main build- 
ing will contain the engines, drainers and 
loft room. The space between the two 
wings, the old machine room and the new, 
will be used for stock houses, coal bunkers, 
boiler and bleach houses. Work on the 
new structure will be begun at once. * 

The new pulp mill at Berlin, N. H., will 
be ready to start up in December. 

On September 9, in the 
large number of interested spectators, Wil- 
kinson Brothers & Co. erected a flag pole on 
their building occupied by the United States 
postal carg agency in Shelton. The pole is 
54 feet long, and from it the Stars and 
Stripes will float to the breezes during the

year. 
The Monroe Paper Mill, at Lawrence, 
Mass., is undergoing repairs. The old 


drainers in the basement are being replaced 
by new ones. 

A company has been formed in Portland, 
Me., for the manufacture of paper boxes on 
a large scale. Fred McRonald, formerly of 
McRonald Brothers, has been engaged as 
superintendent. 

The surveys on the canal for the new 
paper mill at Turner’s Falls, Mass., are 
néarly completed. The contract for the 
brick and stone work has been let, and 
work will begin at once. 

Work has been resumed at the paper mill 
at West Henniker, N. H. 

The Standard Refrigerating Company, 
Boston, manufactures the Hodges & Havon- 
strite system of refrigeration and ice mak- 
ing, and Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co. 
have secured exclusive control of the sale of 
this apparatus in the United States, which 
they have added as a separate department 
to their contracting business. A large num- 
ber of orders, particularly in the direction 
of manufactured artificial ice, are already 
booked, and the work is under construc- 
tion. 





MIDDLE STATES. 

The Downingtown Manufacturing Com- 
pany, East Downingtown, Pa., has built four 
of Guyon Miker’s new beating engine; 
three are now in use and the fourth is 
nearly ready and will be put into the 
Spring Lawn Mill of Megargee Brothers.

The Analomink Paper Mills Company, 
Minsi, Pa., has put in new wood pulp pans, 
a new digester from the Emerson Manufac- 
turing Company, Lawrence, Mass., and is 
preparing the foundation for the new 90 
inch machine. 

A pulp mill is being built near Oswe- 
gatchie Station, N. Y. It will have six 
pulp grinders. 

The Downingtown Manufacturing Com- 
pany, East Downingtown, Pa., reports 
fine results with its ‘‘ Keystone” screen, of 
which it has sold a number. This is a 
noiseless screen, capable of doing the 
heaviest or lightest work required in a pa- 
per mill. 

The United States Projectile Company, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., isso driven with work that 
it has placed an order with the Berlir Iron 
Bridge Company, East Berlin, Conn., for 
an addition 240 feet long to its present build- 
ing. The addition will be entirely of iron 
from the designs of the Berlin Company. 

The High Falls Sulphite Pulp and Mining 
Company, Potsdam, N.Y., recently organ- 
ized witha capital stock of $300,000, has pur- 
chased a water privilege of over 3,000 horse 
poweron the Grasse River, and also several 
hundred acres of land adjoining. This land is

proposes to first builda large sulphite plant 
and adapt its construction to the utilization 
of the pyrites. Limestone also abounds in 
the vicinity and is easily obtainable for use 
at this point.

The new recruits to the 
party from this part of the country, who seem to 
fancy that everything which the Republicans de- 
nounce must be supported, and who therefore are 
feeling around for specious arguments in favor of 
State bank circulation, are not genuine Democrats, 
but only mercenaries who have temporarily joined 
us for purposes of theirown Happily their efforts 
have not yet been seconded by the regular party 
leaders, and I hope they never may be. 

The fundamental objection to reviving the issue 
of State bank notes to serve as currency is, as I 
have already said on this and on previous occa- 
sions, that our paper money is already not only 
ample for the business needs of the country, but 
perilously near the limit at which any further ad- 
dition to it will lead to its depreciation below par 
in gold, which will be manifested by a premium 
on that metal. We are now carrying $346,000,000 
in greenbacks, $110,000,000 in coin notes issued 
under the act of July, 1890, $173,000 000 in national 
bank notes, and about $410,000,000 of silver dollars 
and silver certificates representing dollars. This 
mass of intrinsically inferior money, amounting 
to $1,039,000,000, is at present at par with gold coin, 
because it is accepted by the Government for du- 
ties and taxes the same as gold, and is redeemed 
in gold whenever gold is demanded for it. Fortu- 
nately these demands are as yet rarely made, and 
in small amounts, but the stock of gold in the 
Treasury available for meeting them is now run 
down to about $113,000,000, and is likely to dimin- 
ish henceforth rather than to increase. The gold 
in the banks and in private hands is of no use for 
redemption purposes, because the banks can pay 
all claims upon them with legal tender notes and 
with silver, and so can private persons. When the 
currency now circulating at the West and South- 
west among the farmers and planters comes back 
to this centre, as it probably will by February }, 
and is reinforced by the additional coin notes is- 
sued monthly under the act of July, 1800, the 
strain on the Treasury will become greater, and 
a very slight increase of the present shipments 
abroad would compel a suspension by the Treas- 
ury of gold payments, with all its accompanying 
evils. To encourage further issues of paper 
money in the face of these facts is financial fool- 
ishness. 

Neither President Harrison nor Secretary Blaine 
seems to have taken into consideration this objec- 
tion to the revival of State bank circulation. They 
base their opposition to it entirely upon the minor 
point of the inconvenience to the public resulting 
from the want of uniformity in value of sucha 
currency, and from the inevitable discount which 
would attach to so much of it as was issued at re- 
mote points and by institutions of doubtful sol- 
vency.

about 70 pounds to the inch, more or less, 
and in so doing the fibrous materials are 
disengaged and softened, after which the 
materials are passed into an ordinary beat- 
ing or pulping engine for the separation of 
the fibres and the washing out of the gelat- 
inous and other substances that have been 
dissolved in the boiling operation. 

The presence of the gastric juices in the 
boiling operation renders it necessary to 
use a comparatively small quantity of lime 
or similar material, and the gastric juices 
thereby effect a saving in the treatment of 
the vegetable fibre, and any preliminary 
washing is rendered unnecessary. 

The gastric juices are made use of in the 
presence of sufficient heat to cause such 
gastric juices toact upon the vegetable ma- 
terials with which they are in contact. The 
source from which the gastric juice is de- 
rived is the paunches of slaughtered cattle 
and usually the paunch contains as much | 
vegetable material as the gastric juice is 
adapted to operate upon, but when that is 
not the case other vegetable material can 
be added, so as to utilize all of the gastric | 
juice.
